plied to some of them, especially Mr. Cox. 
The clerk answered that ho had already 
had verses from Mr. Cox, but that he was 
• gontlerann of so much reading that the 
people couldn't understand blm. 
Oowper 


felt the force of tbe compliment and Im- 
mediately supplied him with all the verses 
ha wanted! and tbat is the reason we are 
aniions to write something that you 
children would like to read and something 
tbat yon also could understand. 
Do you 


knovranythlng about Oowper? You know 
several of the bymni be wrote wnich are 
still In onr hymnal. "There is a Fountain 
Filled with Blood," "God Moves in a 
Mysterious Vvay," "Oh, for a Closer Walk 
with God," and did yon know that only a 
few jrsars before he wrote them, and also 
afterwards, he tried to kill himself several 
tlmoa, and once almost succeeded, but the 
mpo waa broken, perhaps by his guardian 
angel, just before it had completed its 
work. No one knows why he was so un- 
happy; it waa not religious excitement 
bec.rafe it came before be had any serious 
thoughts of God. It may be rather called 
tbe cause of his religion, it was what 
drove him to It 
But It hung as a heavy 


cloud over all his life, and never opened, 
not even at the last, so fully was he per- 
suaded that God had deserted him, that he 
thought It useless to speak to Him at all. 
His story yon may read in beautiful verse 
In Mrs. Browning's "Cowper's Grave," 
and »U tbe art* by which he atrove to dis- 
traot his thoughts, his simple childlike 
life, hia devotion to a woman the same as 
If sbe had been his mother, bis love for 
animals, •specially the treatment of bis 
bares. Puss, Tiney and Bess, that indeed 
la a beautiful description of animal life, 
which we think has hardly ever been 
•quailed. There la but one life among the 
English poets tbat we know of that can at 
all b* compared with Cowper's, as calling 
for onr compassion, and such a strange 
and unusual life, in acme respects unnatu- 
ral, according to doctrine not a religious 
life, and yet according to nature a noble 
ona 
We don't renxAnber tbe eiact cir- 


cumstances, but think they wen t ins: One 
moraine; at breaifaat the family were as 
usual, father and mother and son and 
daughter, when the daughter in a moment 
became a ravtag maniac, and snatching 
np the carving knife flew at ner mother 
aad killed her on the spot. We believe 
the had been subject to these fits. After 
thla tragedy, Charles Lamb devoted tbe

He had an idea he 
was superior in intellect to nil hia contem- 
poraries if not to all others who ever (lid 
or would live, but London thought differ- 
ently; it did not think his thoughts were 
worth as much aa enough bread to keep 
him from starving. Tho last week he lived 
ho bod only one lout to lust him the whole 
week and then bo tore up all his papers, 
took a dose of poison and went to appear 
before Giid,age<l seventeen years the prev- j 
ious November. 


He died in August 1770. 
A short time 


before his death he wrote this hymn: 
"O God,whose thunder shakes the sky 


Whose eye this atom globe surveys, 


To Thee, my only rock I fly; 


Thy mi-rcy in thy justice praise. 
"The mystic mazes of thy will, 


The shadows of celestial lisht

There are many mills In Bucks county, 


but only one "Little Red Mill," Bridge 
Valley, only one that is generally recog- 
nized as tbe oldest of them all. 
The one 


in question is Indeed primitive in all its 
details, and its origin evidently dates sev- 
eral centuries back, for its penstock and 
water-wheel are on the outside of the mill 
proper. 
So far ae memory still serves the resi- 


dents of that section, they say that one of 
the earliest owners of this mill was Henry 
Deeta, in whose day tbe mill wai known 
as a wool mill, for It was one where wool 
was carded by various owners for more 
than a century. 


Such mills were found In great numbers 


throughout the eastern part ot tbe Key- 
stone State more than a century ago, and 
they were paying industries, comparative- 
ly. After the woolen business bad been 
displaced here this little old structure was 
turned into a grist mill, and as snob It is 
still used by Jonas Bllger, who leases It 
from George Lapp, of Philadelphia.

Montgomery has the proud distinction 


of being the first county in the State to 
adopt a coat of arms, and the honor of 
taking the initiative ahead of all other 
counties, belongs to the present Board of 
Commissioner, Messrs. Penrose, Andera 
and Shelmiro. Last fall as tho magnifi- 
cent court house was Hearing completion 
and its imposing grandeur began to assert 
itself as worthy of the groat body of pros- 
porous people within the combine of this 
greatest of counties, tho thought originat- 
ed that good old Montgomery, represent- 
ing as she does in everything for the best 
that she should have a coat of arms ae an 
insigna of standing ana worth. Lately 
there have been rumors that Dauphin 
county contemplates doing tho same. 


In accordance with the plan of the Com-- 


missioners, Architect Henry L. Relnhold, 
Jr., who designed the new court house and 
who is a Montgomery eountian, living at 
Ardmore, volunteered to prepare a design 
for the coat of arms. 
This design was executed nnd submitted 


to the Commissioners, at their meeting 
last October, and anally adopted and ac- 
cepted as the one authorized coat of arms 
of the county. The coat of arms has no 
connection with the legal seal of the 
county, which legal seal Is for the use of 
the legal departments exclusively, while 
the the coat of arms can be generally used 
by citizens of the county. 


The figures on each side of the shield 


represents agriculture and manufacturing. 
The top section of the shield represents 
electricity. The bottom section repre- 
sents industry and transportation. The 
arm above the shield with balance repre- 
sents justice, and the sprigs of laurel be- 
low the shield represent reward, the title 
Montgomery County being In the ribbon 
below.;

The 
first step in this direction was made when 
the papers agreed to charge three dollars 
for death notices received by one paper 
and should be published in all of them, 
tba paper receiving the notice to pay each 
of the others twenty-five cents for each 
notice and keeping the balance of the 
money Itself. Then theatrical advertising 
was taken np. The theatres were paying 
about twenty-five cunts a line, fourteen

•toot two dollars and eighty cents an 
Inch. A new rate was established and the 
price* doubled, making a rate of five dot 
Ian and siity cents an inch. The theatre 
managers rebelled, the fight lion, and 
that it why ao little theatrical advertising 
li aeen in the daily papers. 


Aacording to rumors circulated among 


,he members of the Fourth Estate a com- 
nlrjhtion li in tho process of formation, 
whioh, if successful, will put a great 
many reporters out of business in Phila- 
delphia. Tbn plan proposed by the news- 
paper publishers is to have one set of re- 
|)orlers to furnish the news for all the 
papers, Instead of each office having its 
own stalf. 
As it is tha reporters have 


established a sort of nawa clearing bouse, 
and meet, for instance at a certain hour, 
ouch night at the Continental Hotel and 
exchange "stories." Whether the proposed 
plan will bo successfully launched remains 
yet to be determined, but it U learned 
thai already many reporters nave been 
discharged. 
The details of the new plan 


are about as follows: 


A syndicate of about twenty-five report- 


ers, under the management of a gentle- 
man from Chicago will be located at 911 
Walnut Htrect. These reporters will bo 
paiil a weekly (salary and each of them will 
hiiv-j some district, or some particular 
Work to cover. 
The result of their efforts 


will bo typewritten and manifolded and a 
copy sent to each paper. 
By this arrange- 


ment it is expected that over a hundred 
rep-irters will be thrown out of employ- 
ment after this week. The syndicate pro- 
poses, to coverall tho various municipal 
departments In City Hall, police stations, 
hnB{>itala, courts, the various exchanges, 
etc. 
Each paper is, however to retain 


aonio of their best men to run out special 
stui ies and to do other work cowing to 
that paper. 


All is not serene, howtever, and many 


look upon the scheme with suspicion. 
It 


is known that the city editors did not 
look with favor upon it and after weeks 
of preparation it was found that success 
could not only be occomplissjVl through 
the publishers of the papers. Tho Ledger 
and tho Inquirer were not enthusiastic 
over tha mutter.

Rabbi Strongly Endorses Japan. 


Rev. Joseph Kruuskopf, of Keneseth- 


Isrnel Temple, Philadelphia, and Presi- 
dent of the National Farm Sclioo 1, of 
Do.vlestown, this county, who has bean a 
clone student of Russian affairs and who, 
some years ago, made a tour of the Czar's 
kingdom, lectured Sunday morning in the 
temple on "The Russo-Japanese War." 
Rabbi Krnusopf gave instances of Russian 
barbarity and unfittness and concluded 
his lecture as follows:— 


"As long as Russia wields a controlling 


influence among the nations of the earth, 
so long are disarmament and universal 
peace an idle dream.

Amtrlia and Italy, every civilized nation 
on earth must second Japan's powerful 
argument of Monday last. Too long has 
RuHsia been permitted to menace the 
peace of the world, and to entail enorm- 
ous expenditures on the peoples of the 
earth. 


"The arch hypocrite must be unmask- 


ed. The barbarian, strutting under bor- 
rowed plumes of -civilization, must bo 
stripped of his false feathers. 
He who 


has issued a manifesto in favor of disarm- 
ament and universal peace must be forced 
to disarm and to jive at peace. He who 
has asked for a permanent Court of arbi- 
tration must be obliged to submit his 
cause to that Court. He who makes pil- 
grimage to the Froitsa shrine to ask God's 
blexsings upon his arms must be required 
to net not a port, but to lay bare his heart 
and soul, his motives and desires, before 
God and man. 


" I know what Russia's answer will be 


once the Christian nations heartily second 
heathen Japan's energetic move in the 
interest of peace. She will enter upon a 
new policy—less ambitious, bnt infinitely 
more glorious. She will turn millions of 
her soldiers into tillers ot the soil, and 
hundreds of millions of dollars hitherto 
expanded on armaments, to the manufac- 
ture of implements and tools. She will 
turn barracks into schools and armories 
into libraries. She will change autocracy 
into constitutional government and permit 
her people to rule themselves through rep- 
resentatives in a national farliment.

Tha Road Law.

Rome ot the opponents of road improve- 


ment are endeavoring to strengthen their 
position by gross, misrepresentation of the 
operations of the law. These antagonists 
of permanent roadmalcing urge that the 
amount available njxt >ear under the 
operations of the new road law would 
build only three-fortieths of a mile of 
road in each township, and hence infer 
that ils benefits will be so insignificant as 
to bu utterly unworthy of regard. 


Theeo unfair critics of the law make the 


mistake of supposing that all the districts 
of the atato will prove themselves equally 
progressive tmd equally prompt to take 
advantage 
of 
the 
provisions 
of the 


measure, which is not correct. 
Th^re 


will naturally be many districts that will 
hold back because of the amount which 
they will be oliligotl to contribute to aup- 
pleraent state aid,and they will thus get no 
..advantage of the act this year. 
Those 


districts whose applications ar« first for- 
warded, will receive consideration first, as 
a matter of course. 
It will thua happen 


that the first year's appropriation will be 
expended in a few townships 
of each 


county whope taxpayers are not afraid to 
file their claims for state aid on account 
of tha fear that they may be put to some 
expense in raising their share of the 
money required for the purpose. 


There ia nothing unfair 
in county 


authorities expending the entire appropri- 
ation for the year in such districts aa are 
prompt to apply for the benefits of the 
act. 
The roads macadamized in such dis- 


tricts will be. an object lesson for their 
leas progressive and public-spirited neigh- 
bors. It wouid be abaurd 
for county 


authorities to begin the work of roadmak- 
ing in districta which are reluctant to 
tnko advantage of the benefits ot the law. 
It is better to proceed with permanent 
roanmaking in districts whose authorities 
and taxpayers are fully alive to the ad- 
vantages of the act. Those who are dis- 
posed to doubt the wisdom of the law, or 
who delay for any reason will soon become 
convinced that it will be to their interest 
to take advantage of the aid which the 
state proposes to extend to all who are 
willing to avail themselves of it. 
Anyone 


at all familiar with the subject is aware 
that everything caunot be done at^once. 
What is desired is that a beginning shall 
be made in the work of permanent road 
improvement, and that is what the new 
law is about to effect., notwithstanding the 
assertions of the enemies of road improve- 
ment in any ahape, who are juat now en- 
gaged 113 belittling the results likely to be 
accomplished by the new law, and to cast 
contempt upon its authors. 


It should be fully understood that ap- 


plications will be taken care of in the 
order in which they are received, and 
there will be no lack of applications for 
state and county aid. 
Progressive dis- 


tricts will not be held back by the failure 
of their neighbors to take action as some 
imagine. 
The-coming year will doubtless 


witness considerable progress in per 
nent roadmaking, tho State of Pennsyl- 
vania having now what it never before 
possessed, a fully organized Highway De- 
partment. 
This, under the'management 


of Commissioner Hunter, will accomplish 
results which will prove to the people of 
the state that the new law is a wiae and 
practical piece of legislation notwith- 
standing the absurd and unjust criticism 
to which its authors have been exposed 
from those who either fail to comprehend 
its provisions or are so antagonistic to 
road improvement 
that they can see 


nothing good in any law intended to pro- 
mote the general improvement of the 
highways of the Commonwealth. 


It is to be noted also that the amount of 


the state appropriation steadily increases, 
enabling the State Highway Department 
to expend more money, in conjunction 
with that raises by townships and count- 
ies, as the demand for better roads in- 
creases, reaching a million and a quarter 
the third year, with which much more 
good can be accomplished.

Walnut streets, Kev. Thomas 3. MacKay, 
liaetor, preached, from the text found in 
John 20-24, "But Thomnn, ono of the 
twelve, was not with them (when Jesus 
came." Mr. MuoKny said in part: 


Thomas has been held up beforo tbe 


world as a doubter, aud ret I would much 
rather have his spirit and inquire into that 
which men call truth, rather than nod my 
head and say yes to tne teachings of any 
man. 
Give me the man who will ask for 


some knowledge or insight into thnt which 
I or any rniniater may teach; such a mitn 
or woman when convinced cannot be shak- 
en. 
They are not driven about by every 


wind of doctrine. 
I would bold Thomas 


up as the confessor, one who confessed bin 
Lord in the highest terms,—"my Lord and 
my God." The other disciples confessed 
Jesus as "the Ohdat," but Thomas as "my 
Lord and my God," and you will note tin 
fact that Thomas gave his life as an evi- 
dence of the truth of the confession "my 
Lord and my God." May we note the 
path that Thomas went to reach his con 
fession—from doubt to conviction, from 
conviction to confession. 
I do not blam< 


Thomas. Be saw bis Lord hanging on the 
cross; saw kbe pierced hands and side; the 
head banging to one side lifeless; saw him 
lying in the grave. Then for tbe disciples 
to simply say "we saw the Lord," you or 
I would want more evidence than that. 
The noblest sculptor of Denmark has 
placed Thomas before the mind, rule in 
hand, ready to measure the evidence.

beautiful tlioughb! Give the world evi- 
dence of our confession and it falls 
at 


Jesus' foot,1, and confess him "my Lord anc 
my God." I cannot soe aunything un- 
reasonable in the demands of 
Thomas 


"except I shall see in his handa the priu 
of nails, and put my linger into the prim 
and thrust ray hand into his side, I will 
not believe." Thomas was not an unbe- 
liever, but a seeker of evidence and trutl 
that ha might be prepared to preach it to 
others. Thomas made a mistake in not 
being present when our Lord appeared in 
the upper room the first time. 
Still we 


»w the divine tenderness of our Lord when 
He met Thomas the sccona time he np 
peared to bis disciples. Jesus 
said 


"Thomas, reach hither thy finger, and be 
hold my hands; reach hither thy hand and 
thrust it into my side, and be not faith 
lees, but believing. "Mark 
the 
fact 


Thomas' heart was right. 
He had neglect 


ed the assemblingof the disciples and miss 
ed the presence of our Lord, and Chris 
tians miss tho presence of the Divine 
Master in omitting the service of the house 
of God, and the Lord looks around HOC 
asks the question, "Wbore is William 
Mary, James, Martha?

••me of the World'* Create** Char- 


acter* Have Been a* Sparing- of 
Laarunfre a* They Have Been Prod- 
leal of Deed* of Renew u. 
It IB a curious and interesting fact 


that many of the world's greatest men 
hove been as sparing of words as they 
have been prodigal of deeds 


It is doubtful If there ever lived a 


more taciturn man than Wullenstcin, 
the famous commander*of the Austrian 
army during the thirty years' war. It 
is said of Wallensteln that he "lived In 
an atmosphere of silence" and never ut- 
tered a word that was not absolutely 
necessary, nor would he permit others 
to speak in his presence more than Was 
essential. One of his chamberlains was 
hanged for waking Wallenstem with 
needless noise. His servants were 
many mutes, not daring to open their 
lips in his presence, and he was sur- 
rounded by patrols, and the appioachea 
to his house were barricaded by chains 
to preserve Lira'from the least disturb- 
ance. In comparison with Wallenstein, 
it has been recorded, Diogenes would 
have been a chatterbox and William 
the Silent a brawler. 


But silence is a characteristic of many 


of the world's most famous soldiers. 
Napoleon boasted that in his dealings 
with men he never wasted a word and 
made monosyllables answer most pur- 
poses. But nothing rscaped his eyes, 
and he could compress more within a 
sentence than most men could convey 
In a quarter of an hour. 


The great Duke of Marlborough when 


receiving reports from his generals 
would produce his watch and say, 
will give you a minute." And it was 
likely to go hard with the oiheer who 
did not observe the limitation 
To his 


staff the Duke of Wellington was al 
ways more or less a sphinx A nod or 
a shake of the head was often the only 
response they could get from him, and 
when once he was asked what he con- 
sidered the best equipment of a com- 
mander be answered, "A long bend and 
a silent tongue." 


Von Moltke almost rivaled Wallen- 


stein in taciturnity. He never opened 
his mouth if a gesture would suffice, 
and when the news was brought to 
him that the French hod declared war 
he simply said to the aid-de-camp, "Sec- 
ond pigeonhole on the right, first tier," 
and turned round to sleep again. TBut 
he had said all that was necessary, for 
in the pigeonhole indicated were com- 
plete plans for the campaign which 
closed in brilliant victory. Von Moltke 
used to say that one verb in the Ger- 
man language was worth all the oth- 
ers put together, and that was "thun' 
—"to do." 


The worst thing his enemies could 


say of President Giant was, "He won't 
talk because he has so much to con 
ceal," and yet it was precisely in this 
silence that Grant's real strength lay. 
His orders and dispatches were the 
briefest ever penned, and when once a 
charming young lady playfully asfi 
him why he would not talk to her he 
answered, "My dear, don't you know 
that si'lence is one of the greatest arts 
of conversation?" 


But It has been the same In all ages. 


Charlemagne was a perfect miser of 
words, holding, with Confucius, that 
'silence is a friend that will never be- 
tray," Hannibal was a "man of mono- 
syllables," and Julius Csosar was nick- 
named by his soldiers "The Oracle." 


Even great statesmen nnd writers 


who cannot suffer from any lack of 
words have often been among the most 
reserved of men. Of Addison, John- 
son says, "Of his external manners 
nothing is so often mentioned as that 
timorous or sullen tacituinity which 
his friends called modesty by too mild 
a name." According to Chesterfield, 
he was "the most timorous and awk- 
ward man I ever saw," and even Ad- 
dison himself, speaking of his own 
deficiency in conversation, used to soy, 
I can draw bills for a thousand 
pounds, though I haven't a guinea In 
my pocket" 


Dryden was unutterably dreqry as a 


companion. "My conversation's slow," 
he once wrote, "my humor saturnine 
and reserved, and I am none of those 
who endeavor to break Jests in com- 
pany and make repartees." And Shad- 
well tells how he once dined with Dry- 
den, and from the beginning to the end 
of the meal the poet "never opened 
his lips except to eat"

hourg, putting away at his pipe, with-
